Finish Addition To 
Waterworks In 
Town Of Pahokee 


The newly: completed $200,000 


’ addition to the Pahokee water- 


works was cut into the main 
system Saturday increasing the 
capacity of the plant from 300 gal- 
lons of water a minute to 700 gal- 
lons. 

New equipment included in the 
addition consists of two large filt- 
er beds, a modern settling tant, 
service’ pump, recarbonation units, 
three sludge beds, a 100,000-gal- 
„lon high lift tank located in the 
Pelican Lake area and a 20,009- 
foot extension of water mains com- 
plete with fire hydrants. 

Additions to the old plant build- 
ing includes á 30 by 40-foot room 
for the new filter beds, a 16 by 
24-foot room for use as a chemical 
feeder room and storage space and 
a new laboratory and office. 

The work on the waterworks ex- 
pansion program was started last 
spring by the Ivy Smith Construc- 
tion Company, general corttract- 
ors. The water main extension was 
handled by the John Reinston Con- 
struction Company of Miami. Pres- 
ent at the cutin Saturday were Dr.

The new addition enables the Pa- 
hokee waterworks plant to furn- 
ish efficient service to all'sections 
of. the city, provide higher water 
pressure and easily meet the heavy 
seasonal’ demands of packing 
houses, according to R. J. Schrod- 
er, waterworks superintendent.

The 
criticism came from Jerry, W. 
Carter, member of the State and 
Public Utilities Commiission, con- 
ducting the phone company’s hear-

James D. Porter, of Atlanta, 
Southern Bell's general toll,traf- 
fic supervisor, had just testified 
that wage increases given traffic 
employes following the 1947 strike 
amounted to 9 per cent. 

Carter said: “It is very evident 
that you people are inclined to 
blame your increased cost of ope- 
rations on organized labor. What 
you are trying to is to relegate 
labor into the category of the un- 
touchables, and I do not think it 
is fair.”
